IMMINENT PERIL 
BY BROKEN RAFT

FMve men were In ImnilncrU pi'ill 
of death by drowning yesterday af- 
torDoon «t 6 o'clock when a large 
' , sunken piling uaed by the 
intral transfer boat as a 
plor llicy wcrt':

Two unknown ownara of the raft. 
The raft waa being towed to 
Brookport by the gasoline boat oi- 
thi' \VII/.«T brolhciN wli.Mi the lilllliK. 
which th.' rlsliit,' iIm i- h.i.l i()Vi'n>cI. 
waa atrucli. Iniin ii' '1 swift 
current and the strong wind, the raft 
broke aanndw and half waa (oread 
upon tha piling la a porpendlcular 
poeltion. 

Suspended on tho top of the per- 
peti(ll(Milar logs, Chiirloa BrlKmeyer, 
of Pmlucuti, pvor.v iiiniiipnt expected 
to be oruabed with the downward 
plunga of tha raft. But th* wind 
and current held the raft erect ae- 
eurety until he was reacued by the 
owners of tlio raft In a ekiff. 

At the sumo time, the Wltzer broth 
ers in their gasoline boat were fa< - 
Ing InaUnt death by the onsiauglic 
of tha raft ^fien through mlaUku 
the angtna waa atartad. Th* audden 
Jerk of th* engine gav* the boat a 
spurt, whl'-h broke the cable that 
tied then) to the raft, und their boat 
shot out Into the river and to safety. 

Using their oars frenaledly, the 
two owaera ot, th* raft *ioap«d. dan- 
ger from the heavy loga and were 
bl|t Ife ibe river a hundred yards 
when they saw BrlRmeyor'a danRer- 
OOS position. Without hesitation 
they returned to lils rosciK,-. 

All experienced rivermen, they say 
that it was the doaeat oall of their 
lives. The undertaking of towing 
the raft with the gasoline boat was 
begun reluctantly, but lhi> urKeiit re- 
quest of the raft owners, wlio said 
they were unable to secure help, 
caused them to try. Today the raft 
Is still wber* It atnick, half aus- 
p*nd*d perpendicularly on the piling. 
Between KM and 3>0(r heavy logs 
composed the raft and it had been 
well made up or It would have split 
in a hundred pieces when the collis- 
ion with the piling occurred. To its 
holding tog*th*r as wall as It did, 
they owe the fact that th*y ar* alive 
as any one of the logs striking the 
frail Kasollne boat or skiff would 
have crushed them, precipitating the 
occupants into the river and probab- 
ly injuring them in the contact. 
Helptac Tb«m 0«t. 

Shortly attfr '6 o'clock yeaterday 
afternoon a skiff with the owners of 
the raft pulli'd up H"' I'lV dockn 
and asked for help In landing the 
raft at Brookport. Charlea Brlg- 
mayer, th* Belgian watchman of the 
docks, and the Witser brothers 
agreed to help. The Wit«er brothers 
came here two weeks ago from 
Pearl. Ill , with their nasollne boat 
to get repairs at the docks. They 
also changed the engine from 40 to 
8>fr bora* power. The three men left 
for the raft in th* gaaollne boat 
towing the skiff with lU two occu- 
pants. 

The lafl was just a little above 
Brookport, and while the owners 
could handle it as long as a down- 
stream course was followed, they 
wer* poworlesa to stop It or to steer 
It to the bank. Th* gasoline boat 
hitched a cable to the raft and start- 
ed toward Brookport. Brlgmeyer 
got out on the raft whil* the owners 
rmnalMd In their sklC and th* Wit. 
s*re, ran the boat. 

No trouble was experienced until 
the boat neared the bank. Then 
without warning, the raft struck ihe 
sunken piling anj spilt In two pieces 
The half ♦•n which Brigmeyer was 
aUndlng, on striking the piling, by 
the force of the contact. w*nt bodily 
upon It, and In almost a pisrpendlcii 
lar position. 

The end that went Into the air 
carried Brigmeyer with It. He wa.-i 
thrown forward by the colliaiou, his 
hodSr falling over the ends of the 
log*. Th*re he remained suspended

The n09 fraMvslivaaese treaty Is 
ofllclally coalkMed. It is regarded as 
due largely to t*t InAnenoe of King 
Bdward. 

Qreat Britain and Russia already 
have approved the general lines of 
the treaty. 

Thus Prance, England, Rnaala and 
Japan have reached an understand- 
ing over their respective Interests In 
the far east, while Oermany Is prac- 
tically Igno'Pd 

.Cleans I'eacv In Var h'Mst. 

The fact that Russia has assented 
to the treaty betiween France and 
Japan Is signiftcant. It means that 
Russia and Japaa have ao further 
quarrel over Manchuria. EaglanJ's 
adherence with Russia means that 
they will not clash In the Yangtse 
viiHey. France will be undisturbed in 
Siani and Indo-Chlna. and Japan will 
have a free hand in Cnrra. 

At the same time. It Is explained 
the entente will be strictly limited 
to the maintenance of the status 
quo. It does not touch China and has 
not anything resembling an offensive 
or defensive feature. 

Anglo-UuKslan Trenty Due. 

Nevertheless, taken In connection 
with the Kns.«,o-Japanese under- 
BtanJing which shortly will be con- 
cluded and the Aaglo-Rusalan agree- 
meat both of which are supplemen- 
tary to Anglo-Japaeae and Pranco- 
Rusalaa alltancas and the Aaglo- 
French. the enteiite creates a com- 
bination In the far east and a new 
groupin" of the powers In Europe of 
extreme significance. It constitutes, 
as stated, another signal evidence of 
the success of Great Britain's diplo- 
matic maneuvering for the isolation 
of Oermany. '
